Government Offer Finally Accepted by Company—Nego- 
tiations Have Been Lengthy — Sir George Foster 
States Legislation Will Be Introduced — Resolution 
Embodying Terms of Agreement Made Available Dur- 
ing Afternoon to Allow Members to Have Studied 
Them by Time House Meets Tuesday — House May 
Remain in Session Another Fortnight 


OTTAWA, Oct. 10—Negotiations which will result in the ac- 
quisition by the government of the Grand Trunk railway system 
were completed today and the details of the arbitration plas were 
placed before the parliament. This will give members of the house 
an opportunity to study them when parliament resumes on Tuesday 


| after Thanksgiving holiday. 


When the house met at three o’clock, Sir George Foster, the act- 
ing prime minister, was able to announce that legislation would be 
introduced. In the afternoon the resolution embodying the terms of 
the agreement were made available and at the evening sitting Hon. 


Arthur Meighen read a mass of correspondence concerning the nego- 
tiations, including a letter of yesterday’s date, setting forth the terms 
of the agreement as covered by the resolution presented and placed 
on the order paper of the house and Sir Alfred Smithers’ letter of 
today acquivscing in the proposals made. 


Mr. Meighen expiained that 


Sir Alfred Smithers’ acquiescence 


was recommendatory in character, while the government had to se- 


cure the approval of parliament. 


He invited the fullest discussion 


which probably means that the house will remain in session for an- 


other fortnight, 


The. agreement provides that the 
movement is to acquire the first, sec- 
ond and third preference stocks, and 
the ordinary or common stock of tho 
6ystem, amounting to a total face value 
of £37,073,431. Their actual value will 
be determined by the board of arbi- 
trators. To pay the award, whatever 
it may be, there will be issued a no- 
voting stock. The new stock will bear 
interest at four per cent .and be re- 
deemable after thirty years at par. 

Debenture Stocks. 


So far as the debenture stocks are 
concerned, they are taken over, the 
government becoming responsible for 
the interest. These stocks amount to 
*£31,926,125. The four per cent. guar- 
anteed stock of the company is also 
treated by the government as an obli- 
gation, and the interest will be paid 
thereon by the country. 

The immediate obligations of the 
country will be the payment of the in- 
terest on the stock and this amounts 
to $2,500,000 perankum. The interest 
on the debenture stock is a fixed 
charge on earnings. The full obliga- 
tion assumed will not be established 
until the value of the stock the gov- 
ernment is acquiring is established.

POLISH ARMY 
IN SAD PLIGHT 
FOR WINTER 


Without Overcoats and Winter 
Clothing and Many Lack 
Shoes 


PARIS, Oct. 10.—Reports here fn- 
dicate that with the approach of win- 
ter, Poland's army of more than a 
half million men is in a sad plight 
and they are uncertain whether their 
military problems can be worked out, 

Polish troops, it 1s declared, are still 
opposing Russian Bolshevism along an 
frregular front more than 400 miles 
Jong, extending from Dvinsk in the 
north, to a point on the west bank of 
the Dnieper river, about fifty miles 
south of Honel. 

The forces on this long front, how- 
ever, are without overcoats and winter 
clothing and many of them lack shoes, 
It seems impossible for them to dig in 
for the winter, unless a tremendous 
amount of supplies is made imme- 
diately available. 

The Bolshevik government at Mos- 
cow, it is declared, is constantly at- 
tempting to make peace with the 
Poles and the poorly clad Poles’ army 
is much tempted by offers of peace, 
which would enable the men to return 
home. 

Polish troops, according to repre- 
sentatives of that country, prefer any- 
thing to standing still, and many lead- 
ers are clamoring for orders to march 
on Moscow, declaring that the army 
could easily overthrow the soviet gov- 
ernment and establish order in west- 
ern Russia. Peace conference circles, 
however, do not approve of any such 
enterprise. 

Polish experts declare that with 
Esthonia, Letvia and Lithuania nego- 
tlating informally with the Bolshevik 
for peace, the Polish government is 
greatly iempted to seek peace by such 
means, and there is a feeling in peace 
conference circles that the danger of 
such an outcome may be great uniesa 
Some other plan is speedily devised 
for the relief of Poland.

MORE EFFORTS 
BE MADE AFTER 
PAST STRIKE 


Endeavor to Organize Tribunal 
Empowered to Arbitrate All 
Industrial Disputes 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—As a result of 
the recent railway strike and the gen- 
eral labor situation, strong efforts are 
again being made to organize a tribu- 
nal empowered to arbitrate all indus- 
trial disputes. The action of the 
transport workers’ leaders in taking 
up the role as mediators in the recent 
strike has given impetus to a move- 
ment to propose the revival of the in- 
dustrial council, appointed by the in- 
dustrial conference called by Premier 
Lloyd George last spring. The coun- 
cil failed to prove effective as an arb!- 
tration body, owing to the refusal of 
the ‘triple alliance,” comprising the 
railwaymen, transport workers and 
coal miners to accept membership in 
it. 

Pressure is now being brought to 
bear on the “triple alliance,” to re- 
consider its former attitude. The neu- 
tral chairman originally proposed for 
the council has not yet been appointed. 
It is said not to be unlikely that the 
choice for this position will be Sir 
David J. Shackleton, who as perma- 
nent secretary of the ministry of labor, 
is considered to possess ‘qualifications 
for the position and to enjoy the cuon- 
fidence both of the employers and em- 
ployees.”

Financial Editor of London Mail 
Forecasts Another British 
Loan 


LONDON, Oct. 10,—Forecasting an- 
other British loan to replace the na- 
tion’s floating debt, the financial edi- 
tor of the Mail declares it is the opin- 
ion of business men that Great Britain 
{s still travelling “the road to ruin” 
and drifting on without evidence of 


rea] reform in “the government's 
wasteful extravagance.” 
Notwithstanding warnings from 


Austen Chamberlain, chancellor of the 
exchequer, and others, relative to the 
danger of the situation, national ex- 
penditures, the writer points out, dur- 
ing the months of July, August and 
September, exceeded those of the pre- 
vious quarter, and the government was 
continually forced to borrow money. 
He cites an instance in which the gov- 
ernment was obliged to raise £30,000,- 
1/000 by an overdraft on the Bank of 
England last week to meet interest on 
the war debt and pay off exchequer 
bonds, 

The writer asks “Whether the gov- 
ernment intends to follow the same 
method in repaying £200,000,000 more 
of exchequer bonds falling due in the 
next eight months,” and urges greater 
economy to enable the revenue to covy- 
er expenditures, He says if the public 
is convinced this {2 being done, “The 
{result of a real clearing up loan will 
be very different from the meagre re-

AND ARREARS UNDER 
TAX ARREARS ACT 


To Regain Property Under Act 
Notice Must Be Given by 
October 15

| proach of October 15th. and the effect 
that date has in regard to those who 
|wish to claim relief on payment of 


taxes and arrears under the Tax Ar- | 


rears act. 

| It should “be clearly understood by 
chtizens where their property hag been 
| sold to a third party under the pro- 
vision of a tax gale, that in order to 
regain possession of the property und- 
| or the Arrear of Taxes act that they 
jmust give notice of their intention to 
jthe city authorities by October 15, 
land they will then have to pay the 
|tax sale penalties before anything can 
be done. So far as the 1918 tax sale 
iy concerned, the penalties mean 20 
per cent. on the outlay made by the 
purchaser at the tax aale, and it aleo 
means the penalties on any subsequent 
taxes ‘paid by the purchaser, 

Those whose property wes not eold 
to a third party, but was knocked 
down to the city, have to make known 
their intention of claiming relief und- 
er the act by October 15, but there 
is actually no need for them to pay 
even the current taxes on the property 
at once, If the taxes for the year 
are paid before the last day of De- 
| cemiber in this vear, they are safe. 
ln all cases the person who is claim- 
ling redemption under the act, {n ad- 
dition to paying the current taxes, for 
the first {wo years, must pay 8 per 
cent. interest on the arrears. 

For the next succeeding eight years 
annual instalments of ‘the = arrears 
have to be paid off, in addition to the 
ourrent taxes. ’

Planned for Alberta to Hold 
Joint Conference with British 
Columbia 


EAST ENTHUSIASTIO 


Major Brown, of Medicine Hat, 
Says Ready to Co-operate in 
Practical Manner 


Plans are in the making for a big- 
ger and better industrial congress In 
1920 than was ever even thought of 
this year. In an interview with Ma- 
yor M. A. Brown, of Medicine Hat, 
president of the Alberta Industrial De- 
velopment association, he stated that 
it was the scheme for next year to 
have a joint conference with British 
Columbia. The congress will be held 
in Edmonton and Vancouver. 

On Friday Mr. Brown and John F. 
Sweating of Calgary, interviewed the 
executive of the Edmonton board of 
trade and laid the plans for the con- 
gress before them. They also met the 
members of the government who are 
at present in the city, and plan to 
have an interview with the premier 
in Calgary Saturday. 

Mr. Brown has just returned from 
the east, where he went on: behalf 
of the Industrial Development associa- 
tion te take up with the financial and 
manufacturing interests, the scheme 
for the next year’s congress, He in- 
terviewed the dominion government, 
the banks, railway corporations and 
manufacturers’ associations, as well 
as many private individuals, and In al- 
most every case found the eastern

They had appealed to the 
dominion government for financial aid 
and it had received the favorable cr®&- 
sideration of the cabinet. The Al- 
berta cities were being asked to con- 
tribute the sum of $6,000; Medicine 
Hat and Calgary had already agreed 
to give their share, which was $2,750. 
The appeal was still to be made to the 
councily of Edmonton and Lethbridge. 

While in the east Mr. Brown had 
had a meeting with the 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion; they were fully alive to the work 
the association was trying to do and 
expressed their tentative approval of 
the suggestion that they hold their 
annual meeting on dates immediately 
following the congress meeting, which 
{s to be held in June. In this way 
they could attend in a body, the ses- 
sions of the congress which would in- 
sure 150 to 200 of the leading eastern 
manufacturers being present, Their 
decision in this matter would ¢ be 
reached by the end of the present 
month. Men such as Sir Vincont 
Meredith, president of the Rank of 
and Sir 
president of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, and other outstanding fin- 


| anciers of the east, had expressed their 


unqualified opinion that it would be a 
great factor in uniting the east and 


| the west, and that the time had come 


when eastern Canada industries musr 
branch out into western Canada. 

While the Alberta sessions will be 
held in Edmonton, the tour will start 
at Medicine Hat, and will include 
Lethbridge, Calgary, Edmonton, Van- 
New Westminster and Vic- 
toria, The B. C, sessions will be held 
in Vancouver, 

On Friday a committee from the 
board of trade consisting of J. A. 
Srown, F. T. Fisher, A. M. Frith and 
Frank Pike, together with Mr. Brown 
and John F. Sweeting, had met the 
members of the cabinet and had asked 
for substantial assistance from the 
government. 

A cvummittee consisting of John I’. 
Sweeting George W. Craig, city engi- 
neer for Calgary, F. T. Fisher of the 
Edmonton board of trade, and M. 8. 
Brown, had been appointed to go to 
Vancouver and Victoria to meet the 
B. C. government and some of the in- 
terested organizations, and would be 
there on Tuesday and Wednesday of 
the coming week to arrange the de- 
tails of co-operaticn between the two 
provinces for the congress, 

Mr. Brown states that the associa- 
tion Is opening a permanent office In 
Calgary, where a secretary and a pub- 
licity agent will be installed to carry 


on the work and to assist in putting | 


on the congress. They are further 
planning, he says, to send a man to 
England to organize a paity of Brit- 
ish manufacturers to come over, and 


in this, they would have the support | 


of the British trade commission. Other 
schemes for bringing the matter be- 
fore the public, were to send several 
western men to the east, to adress a 
series of dinners that would be ar- 
ranged for the purpose by the Manu- 
facturers’ association. A similar tour 
would also be arranged through the 
states, where they would speak before 
the chambers of commerce.

The exhibit of sheep this year is 
larger by far than ever before, since 
the show was organized four years 
ago. The entries have fluctuated 
jsomewhat in 1916 there were 203 
jsheop entered and 168 swine; in 1917 
the number went down to 96 sheep 
and 82 swine; in 1918 the show had 
to be abandoned on account of the 
\influenza epidemic, but the entries 
had all been made and tncluded 182 
sheep and 62 swine. This year there 
is the «splendid comparison of 264 
sheep and 62 hogs. The sheep in- 
clude fifty grade ewes, but the swine 
are all purebreds.

LEATHER AND RUBBER GRIPS. 


It hardiy seems necessary to say 
that the finger-gripper must consider 
carefully the eize of his own hand and 
the thickness of the grip on his golf 
chit, for there are fat grips and thin 
grips, and which jy the better de- 
pends on yal ee lengths of. finger’. 

In my earlier days when I haunted 
the professional's shop, the foilow- 
ing method of p tt- 
ting grips on ciubs 
was used. First, 
with a heavy rasp- 
file, the club-shalf 


was roughened 
from top down- 
wurd to a point 


where it wag gues- 
sed the grip would 
end. 
glue was applied 
to the cet places, 
and tacks were put 
at each end of the 
prepared surface 
of the shaft. This 
was to hold thé 
listing in place. 
@@ This listing, varty- 

ing in thickness, 

and from one-half 
to a whole inch jn width, came In large 
balls, There was also a thin cloth 
used as an underlisting. As soon as 
the underwrapping was done more 
glue was put on and the leather grip- 
ping prepared, 

Most professionals cut the Ieather 
out of the whole sheepskin and it takes 
quite a knack to do it so that it will 
wind properly around the shaft of 
the club. The cutting is done with 
a chisel and it demands a steady 
hand to make the edges even enough 
to fit smoothly when wound. 

After the cutting tho leather 6 
wound around the shaft as far down 
ag it is expected to go ang there held 
in place by a tack, the ends cut off 
and then tied with whipping in a sur- 
prisingly tight knot. The top part

from Alberta centres by the early 
construction of the Pacifie and 
Great Eastern. By pushing a rail- 
way into the district first, the Al- 
berta Government secured for Ed- 
monton and other Alberta points 
the trade which it was the inten- 
tion of the Coast cities to divert to 
themselves. What remains to be 
done to make Edmonton’s position 
secure is to bring the railway up 
to normal physical condition and 
to build extensions to accommo- 
date the traffic of existing and 
prospective settlements.

Fixing Rates For ’Phone Service ;

Methods in General Use. 


The methods used in the setting of 
rates for telephone service are many 
and varied. Indeed, it would seem 
trom a glance at the different systemy 
that countries aa well as companies 
have very few views in common on 
the eubject,. Many claiming their 
methods best, yet all admitting there | 
might be room for improvement. Such 
methods are commonly used will be 
deat with in thils paper. 

These can be classed Into three 
groups, viz., the flat or unlimited rate 
system. The zone method, and the 
method for charging the subscriber 
in proportion to his traffic, called the 
measured rate system, 

Unlimited Service 

The great advantage from the tele- 
phohe company's andpoint is sup- 
plying service without limiting the 
number of calls ig subsribers may 
make must certainly be credited to 
the fact that the office accounting is 
reduced to its sinvyplest forms, as it 
only necessitates the taking care of 
two classes of general accounts, busi 
nos and residence, and on which bills 
aro sent out monthly or quarterly as 
the case may bi 

The great disadvantage is when the 
systom is we longer earning a profit, 
the necessiry increase in tariff is more 
generally felt, und considerable re- 
fentment og the part of the telephone 
using public must be encountered in 
convequence, 

The company supplying its patrons 


with unlimited service anust be con- 
sidered as discriminating, and that a 
very great extent, in as much as, the 


rates having been fixed to earn a 
proper percentage of profit, the small 
user must foot the bill for an amount 
largely ahead of his share and the 
large user getg his service at less than 
cost. 

A very true parallel has been drawn 
to th.s position In the case of a ralil- 


way system where all travelers may 
be season ticket holders, and al! paid 
the same amount, Irrespective of dis- 
tance, class, or number of journeys, 

The error involved in the fixing of 
@ach discriminatisg vates may not 
always be chargeable to the company 
itself, but might often he the fault 
of the expert d the favorite for-

In the Gase of any public service 
utility outside a telephone system our 
committee would no doubt recom- 
mend a sliding scale of charges which 
would be based on individual consump- 
tion, thereby putting a stop to waste, 
increasing the amount of the sale- 
able article without increasing the 
production and _ incidentally 
protecting the public against itself. 

Under the changed condition our 
lighting company has a commodity for 
sale much of which was previously 
wasted. The consumer would  con- 
tract for a supply in proportion to his 
with an increased 
sale the producers would reach a 
point, where instead of increasing the 
cost it would be possible to make a 
reduction. 

Many telephone operating compan- 
les are evidently under the impression 
that the system of charging propor- 
Uonately for service is not applicable 
to their business, and endeavor to meet 
the difficulty by distributing their 
costs over the areas in which their sub- 
scribers are located, 

The Zone Method. 

The theory of charging telephone 
subscribers for service in proportion 
to distance radiating from any given 
centre is one of the earliest and is jn 
practice In many cities, prnelpally in 
those where competition {s absent. It 
is termed the “zone method.” In 
the interest of the telephone company 
this scheme would seem to be a step 
In the right direction in that the in- 
ased charges due to the longer 
“hau’ de being met, or attempted 
to be met with a corresponding in- 
creased rental, But this method holds 
out no benetite for the average sub- 
seriber, in fact it only increases the 
hardship under which the small user 
labors. With an unlimited system of 
charges, neither js there any condition 
brought about which would tend to 
check the waste which would always 
exiet in the form of unnecessary traf 
fic and which must be taken care of 
to the same extent as the more im- 
portant servic 

ce mpantes who use the zone method 
or mod fled form of it, will probably 
point with pride to the selentific man- 
her in which they are taking care 
f increased changes “per mile, or 
part thereof,” 

Did you ever stop to consider why 
‘hese charges should increase by such 
alarming figures with every extended 


frea, and what they should be com- 
posed ef? 

I have in mind some systems which 
increase the yearly rentals of ‘their 
subseribe after the initial mile, all 


the way from 25 per cent. to 80 mer 
cent, I could never get familiar 
enough with any of the auditors of 
such conmypanies though, to tbe en- 
abled to find out how the different 
rentals were arrived at.* In ‘this con- 
neclion one is Hable to call to mem- 
ory the grocer who ran a smatl credit 
business, and when hiv daughter, who 
Was also his assiatant, assured him 
that the departing customer's pur- 
chase had ‘been duly charged up, 
would advise her to ch ® it again, 
“Just to make mre.” f course the 
ethics of modern Dusiness immed ate- 
ly deters us from drawing parallels 
in any way relative to the case of this 
consclentious storekeeper 

Tt might be well In passing to men 
tion a system which has been tried 
and ‘9 @till used in a few places where 
the company endeavors to fix a flat 
charge which is supposed to be pro- 
portionate and in keeping with the 
business in. which tho subgeriver is 
engaged 

Thus the small etore would have a

rate considerably lower than that of 
the large retail of wholesale firm—A 
professional rate, which includes doc- 
tors, clergymen and nurses comes in 
somewhere between the two and fi- 
nally there is the residence rate which 
is lower than the other three. 

The socialistic ideas embodted in 


| such a scheme are no doubt praise- 
}worthy, though the troubles of the 
contract agent, who has to draw a 


|line of demarcation between the busi- 
ness rates, can be more readily jma- 
gined than described. 


It is very probable that in the not 
}far distant future any scheme for fix- 
ing telephone rates which does not 
lembody some method for measuring 
the serviice Pelydered and bharging 
accordingly may receive scant con- 
sideration from the pubiic. 

Some opponents of measured service 
jinsist that a flat rate tariff does not 


tent. Contending that a given system 
must handle a volume of traffic in 
proportion to the needs of that com- 
munity, and also that the twentieta 
century telephone user does not wish 
|to spend his time on uselegs conver- 
\sations. b 

| It is argued again ‘that a tele- 
phone call it too fleeting and smal! 
a particle on which a value may not 
be intelligently placed, 90 why use so 
complicated and unreliable a method 
whem a more practical and much more 
siniple method is at hand? 

The difference in teephone traffic 
where the subscriber has unlimited 
facilities as compared to the traffic 
under a measured rate system is never 
less than 25 per cent. in favor of 
the former system and some statistics 
I have seen places the average per- 
centage considerably higher. 

Let us consider the statement of 
some sponsors for unlimited service 
{n terms of :telephone calle where 
central ig “setting up” connections at 
jthe rate of 100.000 per day (a Nittle 
over 12 calls per line for an 800 line 
system.) 
| Twenty-five thousand unnecessary 
connections per day. Reduce this sur- 
plus figure in turn to operatore sal- 
aries and—But is it necessary to carry 
jthe argument any further? More- 
over the com(plaintts originating from 
jthe unwarranted calls will be in pro- 
{portion much greater than those per- 
taining to the legitimate traffic.

|Why Is Measured Service Unpopular? 
| I have had experience in two vur- 
ticular centres wh.ch endeavored to 
readust their rates by charging the'r 
subscribers proportionately for ihe 
amount of calls made on their sys- 
tems. 

Is both cases the companies were 
forced by public opinion to revert 
ke to an unlimited system. 


A casual obseryer of the situation 
would no doubt have come to the .on- 
clusion that those companies were 
making an honest effort to give the 
telephose using public value in pro- 
portion to the service which they 
were receiving. bs 

The service on the measured rate 
section of one system was improved, 
the previous average answering time 
reduced by almost two seconds. A 
reduction of 30 per cent. to 50 per 
cent. was made on the annual rentuis 
of the subscribers accepting such ser- 
| vice. 
| All “incoming” calls were free, and 
only “outgoing’’ calls were ‘‘measn,- 
ed.” Now right here lay the diffi- 
culty, the companies measured the 
service, but the public claimed they 
were getting light weight, and in the 
matter of trade, is there anything that 
will wound the finer feelings of a 
person more?
